PEKING, Feb. 5.—({By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.) The Chinese plenipotentiaries, 
Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang, had 
a protracted meeting this morning with 
the foreign envoys. Twelve names of 
prominent Chinese officials were sub- 
mitted, with the request that China 
keep faith with the powers and punish 
the persons named commensurately 
with their offenses. 

The Chinese plenipotentiaries re- 
plied that Chinas earnest hope was 
to carry out fully the demands of the 
powers, and that she felt sure the pun- 
ishment which would be inflicted would 
be satisfactory. It was discovered that 
two out of the twelve persons named 
were already dead. 

In certain cases the Chinese plenipo- 
tentiaries gave reasons why the pun- 
ishment inflicted should be banish- 
ment and not death, asserting that in 
these cases they particularly desired 
banishment, because the persons in 
question were so closely related to the 
throne. 

After a long conversation on the

Broker John Dickinson Violates the 
Most Solemn Pledge of the Exchange 
at Chicago—Former Scheme for Send- 
ing Reciprocal Business.

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Broker John Dickinson, the 
millionaire, was expelled from the 
Board of Trade today, after being con- 
victed of breaking the “commission 
rule.” He violated the most solemn 
pledge a member of the exchange is 
supposed to make—not to work 
cheaper than his fellows. He was 
given no quarter. His grain business 
has been voted as worth $75,000 a 
year, and his fortune has been com- 
monly estimated at $1,009,000, 

The Board of Trade directors began 
their investigation early in the after- 
noon, and by a vote of 1 to 1 con- 
victed Dickinson shortly after 6 
o'clock. Under the rule, the penalty 
of expulsion went with the verdict of 
guilty. It is the first case under the 
“commission” regulation adopted by 
the exchange about a year ago, which 
fixed rates of charges, and made any 
evasion punishable by the lose of 
membership. 

Dickinson came under suspicion some 
months ago, when those who had been 
executing the orders of John Kauff- 
man, a leading speculator of St. Louis, 
found all his business going to Dickin- 
son & Co. Investigation Showed a 
clever scheme for sending reciprocal 
business to St. Louis in return for or- 
ders sent from there, but the pro- 
visions of the scheme were deemed a 
violation of the rule, amounting to the 
payment of a bonus.

SAN FRANCISCANS PROTEST. 
THEY WANT BILLS DEFEATED. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 6.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) If any doubt remained as 


here to add their verbal protest 
against the bills to that which they 
had already wired. They had been in- 
formed that the Senate might pass 
some of the bills, and in less than 
twelve hours the delegation was made 
up and on the way to this city, having 
sent an urgent message for a hearing. 
The Senate Committee on Health and 
a similar Assembly committee met 
jointly to hear what they had to offer. 
F. W. Dohrman, president of the 
San Francisco Merchants’ Agsociation, 
was chairman of the delegation. Nearly 
all of them addressed the score or more 
legislators, and each told the same 
story. They did not want a State 
quarantine officer there; they wanted 
the bills defeated. One and all de- 
cClared that no emergency exists at 
San Francisco, and that there is no 
necessity of expending $100,000 or any 
other sum, much less rush it through 
both houses as an emergency measure. 
The excellence of the Federal quaran- 
tine service was highly praised. They 
argued that the adoption of the bills 
would be practically heralding to the 
world that there is plague in San 
Francisco when that has not been 
shown as yet. 

In the course of his speech. Mr. Dohr- 
man used these words, speaking with 
an earnestness which impressed his 
hearers: “If plague does exist, in the 
name of all common sense and justice 
let us know it. We are heartily tired 
of politics in relation to this matter. We 
are not afraid of those eminent men 
who are now in San Francisco making 
an examination for the Federal gov- 
ernment. They are able men, above 
politics. It is our own men here at 
home whom we fear. We want to know 
the truth. Is it right and proper for the 
Legisiature to meet this government 
commission with a bill declaring their 
official action a felony? We are not 
asking for this legislation, but we know 
that part of M is aimed at the gov- 
ernment investigation. We business 
men know who is injured by this, and 
we want this kind of legislation to 
fail.”

INQUIRY NEAR AN END. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 5.—The inves- 
tigation into the affairs of the Paris 
Fair Commission appears to be draw- 
ing to a close.

CANNOT FIGHT 
IN LOS ANGELES. 


Jeffries-Ruhlin Match 
Will Be Barred. 
State Law Permits, But 
Authorities Object. 


Billiard Tournament for Ama- 
teurs—Attachment Stops 
Club Boxing Bouts. 


The plan to bring off the fight be- 
tween Jim Jeffries and Ruhlin in Los 
Angeles, providing the Cincinnati 
authorities choke it off in that city, 
has reached a stage where local in- 
terest is thoroughly aroused. Accord- 
ing to the managers of the event, if 
telegraphic reports be authentic, there 
is little hope that Cincinnati will be 
the meeting place. The same source of 
information warrants the rtion 
that Los Angeles is regarded the 
next best spot for the fight. 

That Los Angeles will not be the 
scene of the contest, the Mayar and 
Chief of Police emphatically assert. 
Just how the mill can be prevented 
they are not so positive. Somehow or 
some way, each declares, there shall 
be no prize fight here. 

The law cf the State, as interpreted 

by the District Attorney and the As- 
sistant City Attorney, will not prove 
a bar to the contest being decided in 
California. In fact, according to the 
accepted interpretation of the code, 
all admit that there is no provision 
which prevents the fight being held in 
Los Angeles, providing it be a “spar- 
ring exhibition” of a Hmited number of 
rounds and that five-ounce gloves be 
used. 
Why Los Angeles should be singled 
out from all the large cities of the 
State becomes immediately spparent, 
when it is known that there is not a 
single local restriction upon boxing or 
prize fighting.. In the majority of the 
other counties of the State, local ordi- 
nances prohibit anything savoring of 
the prize ring, but the only city ordi- 
nance Los Angeles has is one which 
forbids the “exhibition of kinetoscope 
pictures or other representation of any 
prize fight or fight of a similar na 
ture. There is nothing in the munici- 
pal ordinances which even limits the 
number of rounds which may be al- 
lowed in prize fighting or even a club 
exhibition. 

The reason Los Angeles was selected 
as the next best place after Cincinnati 
is therefore obvious San Francisco, 
Oakland, Sacramento, Fresno and 
other smaller cities have local ordi- 
nances covering boxing exhibitions, 
and, as in a recent case in San Fran- 
cisco, it was found impossible to bring 
off a big fight, Los Angeles as the next 
prominent Mecca for easterners, was 
selected. 

That there is a possibility of holding 
the contest here, inasmuch as there are 
no local or county restrictions, is a 
foregone conclusion. That the big 
fight will be brought off in Los An- 
geles, if the eastern managers desire it 
to be, depends upon whether or not 
the City Council and the Board of Su- 
pervisors adopt prohibitive measures. 
It is a surety that they will, if they 
can in time to prohibit the big fistic 


event. 

The Legisiature, practically 
made boxing contests legitimate. 
These in almost every Instance are 
prize fights of a greater or & lesser 
nature. The act which amended sec- 


tion 412 of the Penal Code, made it to 


read as follows: 
“ ho, within this State, 
alds, encour- 


gages in, instigates, 
— or does any ect to further a 
contention or fight, without weapons, 
between two or more persons, or 9 
fight commonly called a ring or prize 
fight, either within or without the 
State. or who engages in a public or 
private sparring exhibition, with or 
without gloves, within the State, or 
who sends or blishes a challenge 
or acceptance of a challenge for such 
a contention, exhibition or fight, or 
carries or delivers such a challenge 
or acceptance, or trains or assists any 
n in training or preparing for 
such a contention, exhibition, or fight, 
shall be guilty of a felony, and upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than 
one thousand dollars, nor more than 
five thousand dollars, and be impris- 
oned in the State prison not less than 
one year nor more than three yeers; 
provided, however, that sparring ex- 
hibitions not to exceed a limited num- 
ber of rounds with gloves of not less 
than five ounces cach in weight may 
be held by a domestic incorporated 
athletic club upon the prepayment, 
by such club, of an annual livense to 
be fixed by the Supervisors of each 


county; ided, further, that such 
club shall have a physician in attend- 
examine the boxers prior to

XXIX.—SHAKESPEAREAN ACTORS 
OF THREE CENTURIES. 


From Burbage to Boo h. 

HERE can hardly be a more inter- 

esting study in the wide field of dra- 

matic literature than that which 
traces the progress of Shakespeare in 
the hands of his interpreters upon the 
stage. Like the sacred torch in the old 
Greek festivals, his genius passes 
from hand to hand, often burning 
faintly, almost extinguished by mo- 
mentary clouds and exhalations, again 
flaming in its former splendor and 
kindling the heart of a nation with its 
divine radiance. The chain of torch 
‘bearers is unbroken from Kemp and

himself rather to the performance ot 
the great parts of Marlowe's plays, 
Faustus, the Jew of Malta and Tam- 
burlaine. But Burbage was associated 
with Shakespeare from the beginning. 
He was the son of James Burbage, the 
builder of the theater,” and from his 
early years a member of that company 
of actors which Shakespeare joined and 
for which all his great plays were 
written. In fact, Burbage may be 
said to have created all Shakespeare's 
great tragic roles. He had already 
distinguished himself by his perform- 
ance of Kyd'’s “Jeronimo,” but he 
eclipsed all earlier performances by 
his representation of “Richard III.“ 
His fame in this character became, in- 
deed, national; the very landlord at 
Leicester, relating the incidents of 
Bosworth Field, confused the identi- 


ties of Richard and thé great actor 
who represented him. An amusing bit 
of gossip in a contemporary diary tells 
now Burbage’s acting in this play won 
the heart of a rich lady of London, 
who invited him to sup with her after 
the theater. The note, it seems, passed 
through Shakespeare's hands and he 
availed himself of the invitation meant 
for his friend. But this practical joke 
made no breach in their friendship. To 
the end of Shakespeare's lite Bur- 
bage continued to present his greatest 
parts and at the poet's death he re- 
ceived from his executors the sum of 
26 shillings and 8 pence—a very respec- 
table sum in those days—to purchase a 
memorial ring. He played Shylock, 
we are told, in a red wig, the Judas

ing, and it has been conjectured, 
though without sufficient evidence to 
warrant its assertion as a fact, that 
the engraving of Shakespeare prefixed 
to the first folio was taken from a 
portrait of the poet by his friend. 

William Kemp was the leading com- 
edian of Shakespeare's company. He 
succeeded Tarleton, the Yorick of 
Hamlet's eulogy, as the darling clown 
of the laughter-loving public. “That 
most comical Cavaliero, M. du Kempe,” 
a pamphieteer of the day calls him, 
“jest-monger and vice-regent-general 
to the ghost of Dick Tarleton.” He 
was a famous dancer of jigs and singer 
of comic songs; but his fame rested 
chiefly on hig extempore “gags.” This 
practice must have been most offensive 
to the careful art of Shakespeare, and 
we find him attacking it severely in 
Hamlet's address to the players. “Let 
those that play your clowns,” says the 
prince, voicing no doubt the wrath of 
Shakespeare over many an impertinent 
intrusion, “speak no more than is set 
down for them: for there be of them 
that will themselves laugh, to set on 
some quantity of barren spectators to 
laugh, too, though in the meantime 
some necessary question of the play 
be then to be considered: that's vil- 
lainous, and shows a most pitiful am- 
bition in the fool that uses it.” 

We know that Kemp played before 
Elizabeth with Shakespeare and Bur- 
bage in “two several comedies” on St. 
Stephen's day and Innocents’ day of 
1594. What the plays were we havo no 
means of knowing. Perhaps one or 
both were early comedies of Shake- 
speare’s. Kemp was the original Peter 
in “Romeo and Juliet.” and the origt- 
nal Dogberry in “Much Ado About 
Nothing.” These are the only parts 
which can be positively assigned to 
him. 

B RTON AND THE ACTORS 
F THE RESTORATION. 


The great figure of Betterton towers 
head and shoulders above the crowd of 
actors who sprang upon the stage 
when the Restoration threw open the 
doors of the long-c!osed theaters. His 
excellence in his profession, his fine 
critical taste, and his high character 
raised him to the highest position ever 
held by an English actor. He was be- 
friended by two monarchs, and Charles

II lent him his coronation robes to 
play a kirgly part in. Dryden al- 
lowed him a free hand in pruning 
his plays for the stage; Bishop Tillot- 
son received him as a guest at his 
table; and he became the father and 
instructor of a new generation of ac- 
tors. Yet ho sprang from the hum- 
blest rank. His father had been an 
under cook in the household of Char'es 
I, and as a boy he was apprenticed to 
a bookseller. But this bookseller had 
once been the keeper of the wardrobe 
at the Blackfriars Theater, and his 
tales of past glories fired the young 
apprentice with emulative ambition. 
He appeared on the stage oven before 
the restoration, and shortly after that 
event joined the company of Sir Wil- 
liam Davenant. Davenant was one of 
the few remaining links with the 
golden age of theaters. He had seen 
Taylor play the part of Hamlet, and 
he carefully instructed his young pro- 
tégé in the old tradition until ne be- 
came a past master in this part. Pepys, 
who loved him above all actors of his 
time, spoke of him as “a very sober, 
serious man, and studious and humble, 
following cf his studies, and rich al- 
ready with what he gets and saves.” 
Pepys calls him repeatedly the best 
actor in the world and declares that 
his Hamlet was “beyond imagination,” 
“the best part that ever man acted.” 
This, in fact, was the judgment of an 
who saw him in Shakepeare’s master.

For nearly forty years Shake- 
speare’s play had been banished from 
the stage and its place taken by a 
miserable travesty, “The Jew of Ven- 
lee,“ by Lord Lansdowne, in which 
Shylock was degraded into a comic 
cNaracter. Macklin had the daring to 
revive the old play and to orm 
Shylock in the true tragic vein. The 
success of his first performance was 
prodigious. The house was in an up-

roar of applause, and the greenroom 
was crowded with congratulating 
members of the nobility: 

“By G—.,” said Macklin, recount- 
ing years aftco-ward the glories of t 
great event, “let me tell you I was 
Charles the Great that night.“ Pope 
complimented him on his perform- 
ance, and is said to have composed fur 
him the extempore epi 

This is the Jew 
That Shakespeare drew.” 

Bolingbroke presented him a purse 
of twenty guineas, and George’ II 
casting about for some expedient to 
frighten a refractory House of Com- 
mons, proposed sending them in a 
body to the theater to see that Irish- 
man play Shylock.” Macklin contin- 
ued to act Shylock to the end of his 
long life. He appoired in the charac- 
ter for the last time when over % 
years of age, broke down 
completely, stepped forward to 
the footlights with a prolonged apol- 
ogy to tho audience, and abandoned 
the stage. 

The greatest of all English actors, 
David Garrick, made his appearance 
on the stage in the same year that 
Macklin's Shylock proclaimed the new 
era of acting. Originally destined for 
the wine trade, Garricks’ love of the 
stage led him to neglect his business. 


& proper appreciation of them as plays 
written for the stage and beet under- 
stood when seen in action.

HE room was big and bare, un- 

kempt to desolation, and deadly 

still. -Young Royston lay on the 
bed, fully dressed, face upward, hands 
posed at either side, the very moral 
and pattern of a dead man, though 
still a feeble breath fluttered in and 
out, seeming to go hardly lower than 
his throat. Wasted as he was to a 
skeleton, he was still good to look at. 
Something in the contour of the brow, 
the curve of the lips, the fine line of 
nose and chin and throat, recalled 
the light-hearted lad who had come to 
Riverport five years back, full of riot- 
ous red blood that had a claim to be 
blue blood, with thousafids in both 
pockets to spend ag he chose. 

Something was behind his coming— 
that was a matter of course with 
strangers in Riverport. It was a smail, 
Somewhat aristocratic community, @ 
little way below Natchez, upon the Alis- 
eissippl. All about stretched wide plan- 
tations—-so wide that visits from one to 
another were tedious and tiresome. 
There were possibly five hundred of the 
town people proper, less than fifty of 
whom ranked with the plantation set. 
Half a dozen of the rest knew the plan- 
tation men very well, though they 
never ventured so much as to seem to 
see the ladies who ruffied it in silk and 
lace and lawn. 

The half dosen were gamblers all- 
not professional blacklegs, but gentle- 
men, who, aiter losing thelr own for- 
tunes at play, delicately recouped them- 
selves by amusing their sometime fel- 
lows. They actepted stoical y the social 
penaitics of their careers. Each and 
several they were gamblers born, and 
lived for the game, rather than by it. 
Young Royston had elected to be one 
of them, though the plantation people 
were ready, in spite of his silence con- 
cerning himself, to make him one of 
themselves. His antecedents were 
known to some few—he had a Governor 
for his grandfather, and a Senator 
among his great uncles. Further, his 
own personality claimed gentle breed- 
ing for him, 

Everybody loved him—even the men 
whose money he had won, throughout 
four of the five years since he came to 
Riverport. He had played ceaselessly 
and luck stood by him so staunchly 
he would have cleaned out all River- 

rt, gamblers as well as planters, if he 

ad not now and then indulged in a 
whim for very bad play, and thereby 
lost thousands back to their original 
owners, even more quickly than he had 
won them. That was his way of squar- 
ing himself with his conscience—he 
could not bear to take money to an- 
other man's hurt and keep it. Neither 
could he — to affront the soul of 
anything which called itself a man 
with outright charity. Women, chil- 
dren and slaves did not count—to them 
his hand was always open as the day. 
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He took part in many amateur per- 


formances, appeared under an assumed 
name in the provinces, and §nally, 
after trying in vain to secure @n en- 


gagement at either of the 

aters of London, made his debut at a 
little “playhouse in the suburbs be- 
tween two parts a concert. The 
role he had chosen was that of Rich- 
ard III. and his acting was a perfect 
revelation to the audience. His won- 
derful voice, touching all the stops of 
expression with perfect realism and 
truth, the utter absence of the con- 
ventional singsong. the perfect len- 


tification of the actor with the 
character he was portraying, the 
thousand little touches of “business” 


which served to complete the illussion— 
all these were new and enthralling toa 
generation which was wea of the 
solemn declamation and labored ges- 
tures of the so-called classical actors. 


THOMAS BETTERTON. 


“We are all wrong if this man is 
right,” said Quin, the chief representa- 
tive of the old school, and after a 
fierce rivalry with the newcomer, the 
veteran was forced to admit his su- 
premacy. Pope, who had almost aban- 
doned the theater, was drawn from his 
retirement by reports of Garrick’'s 
wonderful performances, and after see- 
ing him as Richard declared that he 
never had an equal and would never 
have a rival. One part succeeded an- 
other with amazing rapidity. Lear and 
Hamlet, two of his very greatest 
roles, were added to his repertory in 
the first year, and in each he was 
pronounced incomparable. 
“He could act a gridiron,” cried 
jealous Mrs. Clive as she turned away 
in a flood of tears from watching Gar- 
rick’s impersonation of the mad old 
king. Lichtenberg, an accomplished 
German critic, has left a minute ac- 
count of his Hamlet, which seems to 
have n particularly distinguished 
by its versatility, realism, and har- 
monious ease. He attempted Othello,“ 
but was never very succeessful in the 
part. He revived the true “Macbeth,” 
which had been crowded off the stage 
by Davenant’s revision, and thrilled 
the world with the mingled horror and 
melancholy of his impersonation. His 
best character in Shakespearean com- 
edy was Benedick, a delightfully airy 
and refined performance. 
Garrick was a little man, and in 
consequence he did not excel in charac* 
ters where a stately presence was 
requisite. But he had a voice and a 
face that were almost perfect instru- 
ments in rendering his conception of 
a character. His tone was clear, im- 
pressive and affecting, forcibie in dec- 
lamation, wnaffectedly simple in varia- 
tion. His eyes were black and piercing. 
but he could make them as “dull as 
coddled gooseberries,”” to express the 
stupid lethargy of a clown. His play of 
facial expression was the wonder of 
the age. A deaf and dumb painter, who 
attended every possible performance 
of Garricks’, declared that he under- 
stood him perfectly. for his face, was 
a language in itself. Not only his face, 
but his whole body, acted; the very 
skirts of his coat, said Dr. Burney, 
seemed alive. He was a perfect mimic, 
but he was much more than that. He 
was a true lover of his art and 
achieved his success quite as much by 
his mental as by his physical gifts. He 
was a constant, if not a very pro- 
found student of Shakespeare, and did 
something to restore the true version 
of his dramaa, and much to reawaken 


He lived in the day when men had 
slaves by the hundred and might have 
won many, but that he refused to play 
for such stakes. It was not a matter 
of conscience—he came of slave- holding 
stock, and had grown up with black 
children for playfellows. But he had a 
whimsical belief that such winnings 
would bring him bad luck.

NEARLY A HUNDRED MEXICAN 
SOLDIERS KILLED.

First Attack Made Friday When In- 
dians Fired om an Outpost—Pursuit 
Up a Canyon Leads into a Trap— 
Horrible Mutilations. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
EL PASO (Tex.,) Feb. 5.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The conquest of the Yaqui 
Indian warriors has again resulted fa- 
tally to the Mexican troops in Sonora, 
Mex. A desperate attack was made 
Saturday in the mountains east of 
Ures, in which nearly 100 men were 
kilied of both garrisons. The ~ 
was brought here today by J G. 
O'Donnell and R. D. Culver, who 
just come through to Sierra Madre 
Mountains from a survey of the Kan- 
gag City, Mexican and Orient Rallroad. 
They were at the scene of the fight 
Sunday. 

The first attack was made Friday, 
when the Indians fired on an outpost 
of the Mexican troops. They retired 
fighting, however, and the troops fol- 
lowed in pursuit. When the troops 
had chased the Indians, who were less 
than 100 in number, to the mountains, 
the latter disappeared. Five hundred 
troops followed the trail up the cafion 
about half a mile, when they were 
suddenly fired upon from both sides 
of the cafion. The troops had been led 
into a trap. e 
more than an hour, the t were 
forced to retire, leaving a number of 
killed, and over fifty wounded, by the 
trail. 

Sunday morning, two battalions of 
infantry returned to the scene and 
found all the wounded dead, and 
every body horribly mutilated. Culver 
states that the sight was fearful. The 
dead were covered in a ditch and left 
unmarked. Just how many Indians 
were engaged in the attack is not 
known, as few could be seen. The 
Mexican officers estimated their num- 
ber at 3090. 

The scene of the attack was near the 
roughest section of the Sierra Madre, 
near where the stronghold of the In- 
dians is supposed to be. Culver states 
that at Gen. Torres's headquarters he 
learned that Col. Panada, who was se- 
verely wounded two months ago, was 
nearly recovered, and would goon be 
able to take his command. 


Valuable Disoveries Made by Egyp- 
tian Exploration Fund to Be Presented 


to American Universities. 

(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

BOSTON, Feb. 5.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Part of the 118 papyri pre- 
sented to the American universities and 
colleges by the Egyptian Exploration 
Fund of London have reached Rev. W. 
C. Winslow of this city, American vice- 
president of the society. Dr. Winslow 
has examined some of the documents, 
and he finds among the sixteen papyri 
for Yale are parts of a lost comedy of 
the second century, and of Plato's Re- 
public” of the century before. 

Harvard's share includes a fragment 
of St. Paul's epistie to the Romans, a 
poem of Aloman, chief lyric poet of 
Sparta, and seventeen others. Colum- 
bia receives Xenophon's “Hellenica” of 
the first century, a letter to the King of 
Maeedonia, and fourteen other pieces. 
Johns Hopkins ‘gets extracts from 
Thucydides of the second century, two 
of Demosthenes on the “Crown,” and 
thirteen other fragments. Some of 
Herodotus of the second century, a 
complete contract for a loan in the 
reign of Nero, and eleven other pleces 
are assigned to Princeton. 

Ot the five papyri for Hamilton one 
is a letter to the clerk of court of the 
time of Trajan, acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of a will, and of four papyri to 
Vassar College one is about a loan of 
3000 drachmae of silver, which shows 
that 8 per cent. interest was then paid, 
in the third century.

TO PHOTOGRAPH ECLIPSE. 


Prof. Barnard of Yerkes Observatory 

Maps Out His Campaign for Sumatra. 

His Huge Camera. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Prof. E. E. Barnard of Yerkes 
Observatory, is going to Sumatra to 
photograph the total eclipse of the sun 
Moy 17. He will be one of the gov- 
ernment party of scientists sailing 
from San Francisco February 15. Prof. 
Barnard was so successful last year in 
photographing the eclipse at Wades- 
boro, N. C., with apparatus that he 
designed for the purpose, that he has 
been induced to take these instru- 
ments to Sumatra. The conditions for 
observing the eclipse at Sumatra will 
be much better than at Wadesboro,’ 
as the period of totality will be more 
than three times as long, or six min- 


utes. 

The apparatus which Prof. Barnard 
designed is called a celostat. It is a 
huge camera, with a photographer in- 
side the box. The image of the sun 
is reflected by a mirror through a 
tube sixty-one and one-half feet long 
into the K. where it is caught by 
photog aphic plates. The plates us d 
at adesboro were 17x20 and [5x20 
At Sumatra, the professor wili 
use one plate forty inches square, 
which will be exposed two and a half 
minutes. Other plates, some thirty 
inches square and others 17x20. will be 
used. ith the large plate, Prof. Bir- 
nard hopes to secure the largest and 
most complete photograph of the co- 
rona ever obtained.

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—{Excusive Dis- 
patch.) Grave fears are entertained 
regarding transcontinental passenger 
rates. The whole situation appears to 
be becoming more and more involved. 
Not only is the stability of rates to 
California points seriously threatened, 
but the opinion prevails that interme- 
diate rates will be disastrously affected 
through their wholesale misuse. 

These fears arise largely from the 
great amount of business which al- 
ready has been booked for the frst 
of the cheap excursions for settlers to 
California, February 12. It far ex- 
ceeds any expectation previously had 
regarding it. 

Several of the roads will have their 
equipment taxed to the utmost to take 
care of all the people who want to 
avall themselves of the exceedingly 
low rate that has been named for the 
occasion. This would be a matter for 
congratulation, were it not that the 
rates are so low as to furnish a big 
scalp in rates to intermediate points, 
and it is feared that this will be taken 
advantage of very largely by the 
scalpers to demoralize things generally. 

From Chicago to California points, 
for example, tne rate is only $30. From 
the Missouri River it is $25. The reg- 
ular one-way rate from Chicago to 
the Missouri River is $12.50, so there 
will be a scalp of $7.50 in colonist 
rates from Chicago to the Missour! 
Fiver. The only protection the roads 
have against manipulation of these 
colonist rates is that they are to be 
closely-limited tickets, but where there 
is such a big margin to work on, it 
is believed the scalpers will take 
chances and will and ways to make 
tickets available for business to in- 
termediate points.

BNGLISH FINANCBDBS. A table giv- 
ing the export and import trade of 
Great Britain for eleven years is pub- 
lished which shows for every year a 
heavy excess of imports over exports.

A RMED POSSE 
AT COVINA. 


A Bold Holdup and Bur- 
glary Arouse Citizens 
to Stern Action.

TERMINAL ISLAND, Feb. 5.—{Res- 
ular Correspondence.]
